Washington, Oct. 4.— Surrounded by 
the leaders 
of a united 
Democracy 
President W ilson signed the Under- 
wood-Simmons tariff bill at the W h ite 
House. 


Simultaneously telegrams were sent 
to the customs collectors throughout 
the country by the treasury depart­ 
ment putting Into actual operation the 
first Democratic tariff revision since 
1894. 
A happy group of legislators, mem­ 
bers of the cabinet and friends en­ 
circled the president as he sm ilingly 
affixed his signature with two gold 
pens. 
He presented to Representative Un­ 
derwood the pen that had written the 
word “ W oodrow” and the one which 
had completed his name to Senator 
Simmons, both of whom bowed their I 
appreciation. 
' 
After an Impressive silence the pres-' 
ident delivered in easy natural tones 
an 
extemi>oraneous 
speech 
that 
brought prolonged applause. 
The president declared that the jour­ 
ney of legislative accomplishment had 
only been partly completed; 
that a 
great service had been done for the 
rank and tile of the country, but that 
the second step in the emancipation of 
business was currency reform. 


President Evinces Pleasure. 


"Gentlemen, I feel a very peculiar 
pleasure,” said the president, "in what 
I have just done by way of taking part 
in the completion of a great piece of 
business. 
“ It is a pleasure which is very hard 
to express in words which are ade­ 
quate to express the feeling; because 
the feeling that 1 have is that we have 
done the rank and file of the people 
of this country a great service. 
“ It is hard to speak of these things 
withoujt seeming to go off into cam ­ 
paign eloquence, but that is not my 
feeling. 
It Is one very profound, a 
feeling 
of 
profound 
gratitude 
that 
working with the splendid men who 
have carried this thing through with 
studious attention and doing j u s t i c e 
all round I should have had part In 
serving the people of this country as 
we have been striving to serve them 
ever since I can remember. 
“ I have had the accomplishment of 
something like this at heart ever since 
I was a boy and 1 know men standing 
around me who can say the same 
thing 
who have been waiting to see 
the things done which it was neces­ 
sary to do In order that there might 
be justice in the United States. 


Only H alf the Journey. 


“ And so it is a solemn moment that 
brings such a business to a conclusion 
and I hope 1 w ill not be thought to be 
demanding too much of myself or of 
my colleagues when I say this, great 
as it Is, is the accomplishment of only 
half the journey. 
“ W e have set the business of the 
country 
free from 
those conditions 
which have made monopoly not only 
possible, but in a sense easy and nat­ 
ural. 
“ But there is no use taking away 
the conditions of monopoly If we did 
not take away also the power to create 
monopoly 
and 
that 
is a 
financial, 
rather than a merely commercial and 
economic power." 
The small but distinguished audi­ 
ence that heard the president’s speech 
crowded about him afterwards with 
congratulations. 
Leading figures 
of 
the Democratlo party— Speaker Clark, 
Secretary Bryan and Representative 
Underwood— st»>od together as spon­ 
sors wdth the president for the first 
big piece of legislation that had been 
accomplished in the Democratic pro­ 
gram of reform. 
They gavePthe presi­ 
dent 
their 
congratulations 
and 
re- 
V.erated promises of support. 
" W e ’ll be coming here again in a 
short time to see the currency bill 
signed,” said Secretary Bryan. 
Secre­ 
tary McAdoo spoke with equal con­ 
fidence.

SEATTLE JUDGE 
CHANGES FRONT 


Lenient With Socialists for Con­ 


tempt ot Court. 


DW ELLS 
ON 
GREAT 
POWER 


Judge Humphries Says He Has but to 


Close His Hand to Put H is Hearers 


in Ja il and Open It to Let Them Out. 


Also Declares He le Higher Than 


the Governor. 


Seattle, W ash., 
Oct. 4.— Superior 
Judge John E. Humphries, who be­ 
gan the day In belligerent mood, with 
his docket full of contempt of court 
cases against 
Socialists, 
adjourned 
court after dispensing pardons and 
remissions to all comers. 
His change 
of attitude came after a consultation 
with a representative of eight other 
superior court judges. 
U ntil the middle of the afternoon 
Judge Humphries continued to hear 
the cases of the fifty-nine signers of 
the “ defiance,’’ making frequent ad­ 
dresses to the crowd. 
In the morn­ 
ing the penalties imposed were se­ 
vere, in the afternoon mild. 
The court frequently 
warned the 
defendants not to be “ sassy." Those 
who were "sassy” fared ill. 
After 
the 
“ defiant"* persons 
had 
been 
disposed 
of 
the 
case of Dr. 
Titus on the charge ot violating an 
anti-street 
speaking injunction 
was 
called. 
The judge delivered a long 
address. 
He dwelt upon the great power he 
wielded, saying he had but to close 
his hand to put his hearers in jail, 
and to open it to let them out. 
He 
exclaimed: 
“ I 
hold 
the keys. 
I have great 
power. 
I am higher than the gov­ 
ernor. 
I can put you in jail and I can 
pardon you.’’ 
Then 
the 
judge 
discharged 
Dr. 
Titus to the latter’s intense astonish­ 
ment. 


Greets Prisoner W ith Smile. 


W hen M illard Price came forward 
the judge greeted him with a smile, 
saying: 
"Another friend of mine.” Prince an­ 
swered a few questions and was dis­ 
charged. 
Kate Sadler, a street speaker, was 
brought from jail where she had been 
confined for interrupting court pro­ 
ceedings. 
Questioned by Judge Humphries she 
declared she had not assailed him in 
her speech, but on the contrary had 
praised him as an object lesson of 
the need of recall of judges. 
To her 
amazement the court said he would 
reduce her $100 fine to $10. 
“ I’ll not pay It,” she shouted, 
"fcon’t get sassy,” said the judge, 
adding, “ the fine is remitted anyhow.” 
"W h a t became of the woman with 
the two babies?" the court next asked. 
He 
was 
told that 
Mrs. 
M cNally 
would be released from jail. 
The judge then inquired about Mrs. 
Spencer, a woman with four children, 
and 
remitted the 
fine against 
her. 
The prosecutor objected, saying: 
“ She is very defiant, your honor.”

Effect on Convicts’ Minds. 


Chief Executive Delivers an Address 


to His Distinguished Audience De­ 


claring a Great Service Has Been 


Done for the Rank and File of the 


Country and the Next Step Is Cur­ 


rency Reform. 


Washington, Oct. 4.— Surrounded by 
the leaders 
of a united 
Democracy 
President W ilson signed the Under* 
wood-Simmons tariff bill at the W h ite 
House. 


Simultaneously telegrams were sent 
to the customs collectors throughout 
the country by the treasury depart­ 
ment putting into actual operation the 
first Democratic tariff revision since 
urn. 
A happy group of legislators, mem­ 
bers of the cabinet and friends en­ 
circled the president as he sm ilingly 
aftixed bis signature with two gold 
pens. 
He presented to Representative U n­ 
derwood the pen that had written the 
word "W oodrow '' and the one which 
had completed his name to Senator 
Simmons, both of whom bowed their 
appreciation. 
After an impressive silence the pres­ 
ident delivered in easy natural tones 
an 
extemjKiraneous 
speech 
that 
brought prolonged applause. 
The president declared that the jour­ 
ney of legislative accomplishment had 
only been partly completed; 
that a 
great service bad been done for the 
rank and tile of the country, but that 
the second step in the emancipation of 
business was currency reform. 


President Evinces Pleasure. 


"Gentlemen, I feel a very peculiar 
pleasure,” said the president, “ in what 
I have just done by way of taking part 
in the completion of a great piece of 
business. 
“ It is a pleasure which is very hard 
to express in words which are ade­ 
quate to express the feeling; because 
the feeling that I have is that we have 
done the rank and file of the people 
of this country a great service. 
“ It is hard to speak of these things 
without seeming to go off into cam­ 
paign eloquence, but that is not my 
feeling. 
It Is one very profound, a 
feeling 
of 
profound 
gratitude 
that 
working with the splendid men who 
have carried this thing through with 
studious attention and doing justice 
all round I should have had part in 
serving the people of this country as 
we have been striving to serve them 
ever since I can remember. 
“ I have had the accomplishment of 
something like this at heart ever since 
I was a boy and I know men standing 
around me who can say the same 
thing— who have been waiting to see 
the things done which it was neces­ 
sary to do in order that there might 
be justice in the United States. 


Only H alf the Journey. 


"And so it is a solemn moment that 
brings such a business to a conclusion 
and I hope I will not be thought to be 
demanding too much of myself or of 
my colleagues when I say this, great 
as it is, is the accomplishment of ouiy 
half the journey. 
"W e have set the business of the 
country free 
from 
those conditions 
which have made monopoly not only 
possible, but in a sense easy and nat­ 
ural. 
“ But there is no use taking away 
the conditions of monopoly if we did 
not take away also the power to create 
monopoly 
and 
that 
is a 
financial, 
rather than a merely commercial and 
economic power.” 
The small but distinguished audi­ 
ence that heard the president’s speech 
crowded about him afterwards with 
congratulations. 
Leading figures 
of 
the Democratic party— Speaker Clark, 
Secretary Bryan and Representative 
Underwood— stood together as spon­ 
sors with the president for the first 
big piece of legislation that had been 
accomplished in the Democratic pro­ 
gram of reform. 
They gav^the presi­ 
dent 
their 
congratulations 
and 
re­ 
iterated promises of support. 
"W e ’ll be coming here again in a 
rhort time to see the currency bill 
rigned.” said Secretary Bryan. 
Secre­ 
tary McAdoo spoke with equal con­ 
fidence.

Judge John E. Humphries, who be­ 
gan the day in belligerent mood, with 
his docket full of contempt of court 
cases against 
Socialists, 
adjourned 
court after dispensing 
pardons and 
remissions to all comers. 
His change 
of attitude came after a consultation 
with a representative of eight other 
superior court judges. 
Until the middle of the afternoon 
Judge Humphries continued to hear 
the cases of the fifty-nine signers of 
the "defiance,” making frequent ad­ 
dresses to the crowd. 
In the morn- 
■ ing the penalties imposed were se­ 
vere, in the afternoon mild. 
The court frequently 
warned the 
defendants not to be "sassy." Those 
who were "sassy" fared ill.

had

case of Dr. 
Titus on the charge of violating an 
anti street 
speaking injunction 
was 
called. 
The judge delivered a long 
address. 
He dw’elt upon the great power he 
wielded, saying he had but to close 
his hand to put his hearers in jail, 
and to open it to let them out. 
He 
exclaimed: 
" I 
hold 
the keys. 
I have great 
pow'er. 
I am higher than the gov­ 
ernor. 
I can put you in jail and I can 
pardon you." 
Then 
the 
Judge 
discharged 
Dr. 
Titus to the Jatter’s intense astonish­ 
ment. 


Greets Prisoner W ith Smile. 


W hen M illard Price came forward 
the judge greeted him with a smile, 
saying: 
“ Another friend of mine.” Prince an­ 
swered a few questions and was dis­ 
charged. 
R ate Sadler, a street speaker, was 
brought from jail where she had been 
confined for interrupting court pro­ 
ceedings. 
Questioned by Judge Humphries she 
declared she had not assailed him in 
her speech, but on the contrary had 
praised him as an object lesson of 
the need of recall of judges. 
To her 
amazement the court said he would 
reduce her $100 fine to $10. 
“ I ’ll not pay it," she shouted. 
"f>on’t get sassy,” said the judge, 
adding, "the fine is remitted anyhow.” 
“ W h a t became of the woman with 
the two babies?” the court next asked. 
He 
was 
told that 
Mrs. 
M cN ally 
would be released from jail. 
The judge then inquired about Mrs. 
Spencer, a woman with four children, 
and 
remitted 
the 
fine against 
hor. 
The prosecutor objected, saying: 
"Sh e is very defiant, your honor.” 
At the close of court the principals 
in the Socialist contempt cases were 
free and more than a score of persons 
were in jail in default of payment of 
fines varying from $50 to $300 for 
"talking back to the court.”
